CANADA IN ENGLAND. 

Numerous British Mining Syndicates Send- 
ing Out Experis to British Columbia- 
Manchester Seeking Trade. 

Montreal, Aug. 24.— (Special)— Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Dewdney, of British 
Columbia, arrived from England on 
Saturday. He says a great many syndi- 
cates are being formed in London and 
are sending out engineers to report on 
the mines in British Columbia. Superin- 
tendent Stephens, of the Manchester 
ship canal, came over in the same 
steamer with him and will confer with 
Professor Robertson, Dominion dairy 
commissioner, and with the Canadian 
government, .with a view to making 
Manchester a distributing point for 
Canadian products. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Aug. 24— The debate on tho 
addresa ,vaa opened to-day, Mr. W. W. 
B. Mclnnes, of Nanaimo (Vancouver), 
moving and Mr. Rodolpho Lemieux sec- 
onding tire reply. 

Sir Charles Tupper's speech was de- 
Toted to a review of his position on tho 
school question. He promised cordial 
assistance to Mr. Laurier in securing a 
settlement of the question. He thon 
took up the Chicago Record interview 
and severely condemned Mr. Laurier's 
unpatriotic policy. He urged the gov- 
ernment to speedily end the present un- 
certainty regarding the tariff. 

The Premier made a brief reply. He 
considered Sir CharleB Tupper's speech 
was not uncomplimentary ou the whole, 
and endeavored to vindicate the govern- 
ment's policy on the school question, 
but gave no idea as to what the settle- 
ment would be. 

Replying to questions several mem- 
bers were informed that there would bo 
no legislation this session. Mr. Laurier 
said if the session were protracted be- 
yond its expected length the government 
might think it advisable to introduce a 
franchise repeal act. The Conservatives 
laughed uproariously at this weak bluff. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said that final 
action on the fast Atlantic steamship 
question had been deferred for the pres- 
ent. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier again declined to 
present the papers' regarding the resigna- 
tion of the late ministry until the debate 
on tho address had been finished. 

A Commons story is going the rounds . 
to-night. It is to the effect that while 
Mr. Laurier has assumed responsibility 
for the now famous Record interview, 
he never saw it until it appealed in 
print, Hon. Mr. Tarte being the author. 

The Governor-General's warrants is- 
sued since the present government was in 
[lower amount to $2,000,022. The whole 
of this sum, with the exception of two 
small items, is for salaries for the public 
service. 

Owen Sound, Aug. 24.— (Special) — 
North Grey is on the eve of a great poli- 
tical battle, as great, perhaps, as any 
in Canada during the recent general 
elections. The Liberals are desperate in 
their efforts to place Hon. Mr. Paterson 
at the bead of the polls, for they know 
that his defeat would be a crushing blow 
to Mr. Laurier. Money is being lavish- 
ed, promises of public works and im- 
provements are being made, and tho 
riding is alive with ward heelers, wire 
pullers and boodlers. The Conserva- 
tives, on the other hand, are putting up 
a great battle. All their forces are 
united and the indications are that they 
will elect Mr. McLaughlin. The pres- 
ence of Hon. Hugh John Mucdonald has 
accomplished much. 

Montreal, Aul'. 24. — The Liberals of 
Montreal are still after Mr. Fuller's scalp 
and it lookB as if they would have to 
superannuate the architect of the de- 
partment of public works if only to give 
place to a hungry follower. The other 
day Mr. Renault, architect of this city, 
was after the job and now a petition is 
being circulated demanding the place 
for Mr, Gauthier, also of .Montreal. 

Hon. Mr. Tarte has an article in his 
paper here, Le Cultivateur, declaring 
thai the public works of the Dominion 
have been allowed to go to decay under 
the previous ministers. Some people in 
view of this say that it looks as if the 
contractors of the new regime would 
have jobs galore in a very short time. 

Le Cultivateur, Mr. Tarte's organ, 
Bays: "it would not be surprising if 
within the past ten or twelve days Mr. 
Laurier and his colleagues had made 
more progress towards the solu- 
tion of the school question than was 
made in the course of the past five 
years." 



CUBAN INSURGENT MOVEMENTS. 

Villages Burned in the Province of Santi- 
ago, 

Havana, Aug. 24.— Dispatches re- 
ceived here from Holguin, province of 
Santiago de Cuba, announce that a force 
of 2,000 insurgents have attacked the 
forts of Banes. The insurgents, it is 
added, have twice called upon the garri- 
sons of the forts to surrender, but the 
latter have refused to do so. Tho troops, 
however, were unable to provent tho in- 
surgents from burning the villages in 
that vicinity. 



GOLD CONTRACTS. 

Indications That Their Validity in the United 
States Will Be Maintained Under 
All Circumstances. 

London, Aug. 25. —The Daily News 
this morning in an article discussing the 
powers of the United States Supreme 
court and the possibility of a decision in 
opposition to the validity of gold eon- 
tracts says: "The point is complicated 
by the decision and the future course of 
the United States Supreme court in this 
particular is by no means so certain as 
Wall street and Lombard street would 
liko to believe.

The Municipal Council of the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria enacts as lollowi: 

See I. No persou shall carelessly or negli- 
gently ride or drive a bicycle upon or along any 
public street or highway, or at a rule of speed, 
faster than eight miles perhouroveror upon any 
street crossing or intersection, nor at any time 
without having a warning bell or whistle which 
must bo sounded while approaching and passing 
over a street crossing or intersection, or when 
approaching pedestrians who may be 011 or 
passing over the roadway of any street. 

Sec. 2. No person shall ride or driven bicycle 
upon or along the sidewalk of any public street 
or highway within the City. 

Sec.:!. Any person u ing or propelling a bicy- 
cle shall keep 10 the left of the centre of Iho 
road, and when passing any other bicycle or 
vehicle other than a tram cur, travelling in an 
opposite direction, shall puss to the left of such 
bicycle or vehicle. 

Sec 4. Any person using or propelling a bicy- 
cle when overtaking any other bicycle or vehi- 
cle, other than n tram-car, travelling in the 
same direction, shall pass to the right of the 
bicycle or vehicle.

A CHEAT STATESMAN. 

As Li Hung Chang, the great Chinese 
Viceroy, is on his way to visit this part 
of the world, it may be well to be in a 
position to form something like a true 
estimate of the man and of the position 
he occupies in his own country. " It is 
one of our insular ways," says an ac- 
complished Englishman, " to consider 
the rest of the world fools," and it is cer- 
tainly hard for anyone who knows the 
low esteem in which Chinamen are held, 
and has seen how they are treated on 
this side of the continent, to realize that 
any man of the Chinese race can be tru- 
ly great and worthy of white men's re- 
spect. On the Pacific Coast the China- 
man is perhaps not regarded as a fool, 
but he is looked upon by the bulk of the 
population as something a good deal 
worse. 

A highly educated Englishman who 
lived a long time in China, and who was 
formerly Chinese correspondent of the 
Times, Mr. Mich in, in the introductory 
paragraph of an article on Li Hung 
Chang, in the August number of the 
Nineteenth Century, Bays: 

From everypoint of view the visit of 
such a personage as Li Hung Chang to 
Europe would be an interesting event. 
He is the iirst Chinaman of rank who 
lias crossed the sea, except under com- 
pulsion, and he is the greatest man 
China is known to have produced in 
this century, which out of 300,000.000 
is something. He is also the only 
Chinese Btatcsman who lias made any 
practical attempt to introduce the 
modern spirit into the policy of his coun- 
try from a conviction that in that alone 
is salvation to bo found. For thirty 
years he has been striving against over- 
whelming difficulties to put his 
country in a state of defence, 
as the condition precedent to nil 
other reforms, and has thereby entitled 
himself to our sympathy. Lastly, Eng- 
lishmen at least may remember that it 
is to Li Hung Chang they owe the dis- 
covery of General Gordon. Hut for the 
fortuitous contact of these two personali- 
ties at a critical period, perhaps neither 
of them would have gone down to his- 
tory. The opportunity for Gordon to 
show his genius might never have oc- 
curred elsewhere, for ho never would have 
sought it anil would in all probability 
have passed Ids' life in the obscurity of 
service routine, snubbed for his eccen- 
tricities by his superiors and loved by 
his intimates for the soul that was in 
him. On the other hand, but for Gordon 
and these same eccentricities of military 
genius, China might have been — who 
knows where? — without government, a 
scene of rapine on a titanic scale. Judg- 
ing after tiie event it is easy to overlook 
the special merit of Li Hung Chang not 
so much in employing a foreign soldier 
— though that made an enormous breach 
in the wall of Chinese conserv- 
atism —but in cordial appreciation 
of and loyal co-operation with lam which 
alone rendered his services effectual. It 
was a thoroughly un-Chinese proceed- 
ing, which it would have been well for 
China if it had been more consistently 
followed out in her recent history.

BACKED OUT. 

As we expected the Vancouver "World 
refuses to make good the statement 
which it defied us to dispute, " that there 
are in this province . . . prominent 
personages whoso names and callings 
appear on the directorate of mining com- 
panies, for the privilege of which they 
have been allotted blocks of stock vary- 
ing in value — on paper, of course — up to 
thousands, and for which not a solitary 
cent as consideration was paid." We 
did dispute the statement, stating our 
belief that it was false and slanderous. 
The excuse it makes for not con- 
firming its statement is that it is 
not the business of a public journal- 
ist to give specific instances. If that 
is the case, why did it make 
the wholesale statements and challenge 
contradiction. Is it the business of a 
public journal to make general state- 
ments reflecting on the integrity of 
" personages " looked upon as highly re- 
spectable, thus libelling the whole com- 
munity, and then when proof is de- 
manded, to refuse to substantiate its 
libellous accusation? The World should 
not have published its statement unless 
it was positive that it was Btrictly true, 
and was prepared to prove it to be so. 
We repeat our conviction that the accu- 
sation is false; that there is not a par- I 
tide of evidence to show that there is tbe 
slightest ground for making it. 



THE OFFENCE AGGRAVATED. 

We do not see that the Province mends 
matters when it pretends to correct one 
inexcusable misrepresentation to per- 
petrate another equally inexcusable. It 
accused the Hon. Mr. Turner, Premier 
of British Columbia, of using his official 
status to promote certain private enter- 
prises. We stated that if it had taken 
the trouble to inquire it would have 
found that its statement was untrue, 
and intimated that its not making the 
inquiry was inexcusable. In its issue of 
the 22nd it noticed our correction and 
said pertly : " In our opinion the only 
inexcusable feature in the caBe is that 
the Hon. J. H. Turner permitted his 
name to appear in the advertising 
columns of the Toronto Globe, 
day after day, as one of the 
leading citizenB of British Columbia, 
in whom the management and control of 
these mines was vested." This is in- 
deed pettifogging journalism. The Pro- 
vince's second accusation is as false as 
its first. A little inquiry — inquiry which 
it was its duty to have made— would 
have shown it that Mr. Turner did not 
permit his name to be used in the ad- 
vertisement that appeared in the Globe 
or in any other newspaper; that his 
name was used without his knowledge 
or consent. We find that the same lib- 
erty was taken with the names of other 
gentlemen in Ontario, who not only did 
not permit their names to he used, hut 
who wero annoyed and angry when they 
discovered that they had been repre- 
sented as being concerned in the man- 
agement of mines about which they 
knew little or nothing. The course pur- 
sued by the Province in this matter has 
been mean in the extreme.

AH the members except Aid. Williams 
were present at the regular meeting of 
tho city council last evening, Mayor 
13 eaven presiding. 

A report from tho police commission- 
ers recommended that they bo author- 
ized to appoint a woman to act when 
necessary as female warder at the city 
gaol. The commissioners did not think 
it necessary to employ a matron per- 
manently. The recommendation was 
referred to the finance committee. 

A report from tho water commissioner 
contained a list of persons resident out- 
side the city limits who are in arrears 
for water service. This included 
about fifteen names, with arrears 
totalling if217 -8, covering periods from 
one month to fourteen months. It was 
resolved that the water commissioner be 
instructed to take proceedings for collec- 
tion trom those in arrears for more than 
three months, and to shut off the water 
if necessary. Aid. Macmillan spoke sev- 
eral times on this subject, and during 
his concluding address it was necessary 
to wake a man in the audience who was 
snoring too loudly. " I am not surpi ised 
that, there is a man asleep," remarked 
the Mayor. 

Win. Beaumont wrote from Dm can 
complaining that a man lately arrived 
from Washington had been put in charge 
of the agricultural giounds in his place, 
though upon temporarily removing to 
Duncan he had left the key with his wife 
and daughter living opposite to the 
grounds, and had bIiowii them how to 
take care of them. It was resolved to 
notify Mr. Beaumont that his successor^ 
olv. Johnson, had been appointed on tho 
supposition that the ollice was vacant. 

The secretary of the Anti-Mongolian 
Society at Vancouver forwarded copies 
of their printed matter and stated that 
two delegates from Vancouver would 
probably attend the meeting here. 

The city solicitor wrote suggesting a 
reference by consent to a judge of the 
Supreme court as sole arbitrator, in the 
matter of the land on Herald street in 
disputo between the city and the St. 
John's church. Aid. Partridge moved 
that this suguestion be acted upon, but 
only he and Aid. Wilson so voted, and 
the letter was filed. 

The sanitary officer reported on the 
state of the Victoria Chemical Works, 
which he had visited on account of com- 
plaints made. He found that a few 
alterations at small expense, which the 
owners are quite willing to make, will 
likely remove the cause of complaint. 
The matter was left in the hands of tho 
sanitary officer to deal with. 

Drake, Jackson & Helmcken, repre- 
senting tho owners of the McTtivish pro- 
perty, wrote complaining that the 
natural watercourse has been so ob- 
structed that the water in winter is 
penned up on the property mentioned; 
and thev invite the corporation to deal 
with the matter. Deferred to the street 
committee and engineer. 

The tire wardens reported in favor of 
providing an electric Eong (or lire alarm 
purposes in Victoria West. Adopted. 
The following report was presented, 
gned by Aid. Tiarke and Williams:

Ald. Partridok thought the city got 
along very well under the present plan, 
ind as the hour was netting late he 
moved that the council adjourn. 

This motion was lost on division, and 
one to adjourn the debate, moved by 
Aid. Cameron, was adopted. 

The resolution of which Aid. Partridge 
had uiven notice, asking for information 
with respect to the waterworks contract, 
was adopted. 

The market regulation by-law was re- 
onaidored and finally passed. 

The tramways regulation by-law was 
again taken up, tin; Mayor recommend- 
ing that the words "and passengers" 
be struck out of the Bection requiring 
tho company and its servants to obey 
tho provisions of the by-law. I t was re- 
considered, adopted and finally passed. 

The council, at 10:35 p.m., went into 
private session in tho committee room 
to consider certain important business 
brought forward by the Mayor.

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the Expenditure and Management of the Revenue and Money 
belonging to the Corporation. 

The Municipal Council of the Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts as follows: 

Sec. 1. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay from time to time the amounts 
which become necessary for the services mentioned in the Statement lettered A in the 
schedule hereto annexed. 

Sec. 2. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay from time to time such sums of 
money as arc named as being payable to the representatives of the Corporation men- 
tioned in the Statement lettered B in the schedule hereto annexed : Provided that the 
sums in each case so paid during the year do not exceed in the aggregate the total sums 
of money therein stated, and that the Auditor has certified to the correctness of the 
amount payable by Initialing the total sum of the voucher. 

Sec. 3. It shall he lawful for the Treasurer to pay to each ofliccr of the Corporation a 
sum of money not exceeding each 111011 tli the sum men tioned as allowable to each said of- 
ficer, as per detailed Statement lettered C, and votes numbered 58 toUI, inclusive, State- 
ment J in the schedule hereto annexed: Provided that the sum paid for each month's 
service is not in excess of the monthly sum named in the said statements (unless the 
Council of the Corporation Otherwise authorize) and provided that before making the 
payment the Auditor lias certified to the correctness of the amount payable by initial- 
ing the total sum of the account. 

Sec. 4. It shall be lawful to pay such sums of money an may be authorized from time 
to time hy resolution of the Council of the Corporation as are set forth in recommended, 
requisitions, and for which warrants have been authorized by the Council to ho issued 
for the services mentioned In the Statements lettered D. E, P, H, and Votes numbered 
37 to 49, both inclusive, and Votes numbered S3 to 55, both inclusive, in Statement let- 
tered (1, and Votes numbered (32 to 05, both inclusive, in Statement lettered J in the 
schedule hereto annexed : Provided that before making the payment the Auditor has 
certified to the correctness of the amount payable by initialing the total sum of the rtr- 
caunt, and that the Council has authorized tho payment, and that the sums paid and 
authorized are no}, in each case in the aggregate in excess of the sums named in the 
above votes and statements. . . , 

Sec. 5. Notwithstanding anything contained in t lie preceding section of tins by-law, it 
shall be lawful to make tho following payments prior to obtaining the authority from 
the Council by resolution or by issuance of a warrant:— 

(a). To any person who lias been employed by order of or for the services connected 
with either Vote 10, Statement D, or Vote 3G, Stutement P, or Vote 01 orlil, Statement J, 
or whoso services are payable out of any moneys obtained by issue of debentures for a 
special purpose, and who has been discharged, or who bus left t he employ of the Cor- 
poration: Provided that the Water Commissioner, or the foreman, has certified to the 
correctness of the payment 011 account Of Vote numbered 19, Statement D, or that the 
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City Engineer has certiiied to the correctness of the payment on account of Vote num- 
bered 36, Statement F, or the Sanitary Inspector has certiiied to the correctness of the 
payment on account of Votes numbered 61 or SI, Statement J, or the oilieer in charge of 
the works lias certified to the correctness of the payment out of moneys obtained by the 
issue of debentures for a .special purpose, and that the Auditor in each case has certiiied 
to the correctness of the amount payable by initialing the total sum of the account, but 
the Committee on Finance, if such exists, is to report all such payments as soon as pos- 
sible thereafter to the Council, 

Sec. G. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay such sums of money for the service! 
named in Votes numbered 50 or 51, Statement O, as the Mayor may direct: Provided 
that the sums paid are not in t tie aggiegnte in excess of the sum hereby appropriated by 
the Council fur the service, and the Auditor has marked his initials against the tota) 
amount of the voucher to certify to the same. 

Sec. 7. All payments made out of the municipal revenue for the current year, or out 
of moneys obtained under authority of the "Annual Loan By-law, 1806," are hereby 
ratified and confirmed. 

Set; 2. The officer styled the Auditor, or the Treasurer, shall mean and innlude any 
person acting in either of those capacities, with the sanction and by the authority of 
the Municipal Council. 

Sec. 0. This By-law may be cited as the " Expenditure By-law, 1886." 

Passed the Municipal Council this 10th day of August, 189U.

On Saturday lust the Victoria Cricket 
Club journeyed to Nanaimo to play off 
their return match. On arrival the 
Victorians were met and escorted to the 
Hotel Wilson, where Host Raymond (an 
old cricketer) had prepared a most in- 
viting lunch.

POLITICS IN GrEUHANY. 

Criminal Procedure Reforms— Improvement 
in the Ministerial Situation— Blsmnrck 
Weaker— Samoan Affairs. 

Biiulin, Aug. 24,— The Reicheanziger 
says it is authorized to announco that 
the Emperor William desires a bill to be 
drawn up and submitted to the Btindes 
rath based on the lines of the statement 
which Prince Hohenlohe made in the 
Reichstag on May 18 last, relative to re- 
forming the criminal procedure in the 
arinv. It is hoped that concessions upon 
the part of the Emperor will do much to 
end the ministerial crisis which has been 
a factor for a long time past and which 
is Biiid to have caused the retirement of 
the minister for war, and which was 
looked upon as likelv to bring about the 
resignation of the Imperial Chancellor. 
These ministers have steadily advocated 
reform in military trials, and the Em- 
peror has Bteadiiy opposed it on the 
ground that it would tend to demoralize 
the army by making public matters 
which BiSould bo confined strictly 
official military circles. 

The Emperor's differences with Prince 
Hohenlohe include the labor policy of 
the government, His Majesty wishing to 
end the period of conciliation so far 
the socialists are concerned, and the 
naval programme, the Emperor desiring 
the passage of a bill providing for an in 
crease of 150,000,000 marks in thoeipen 
ditures. The chancellor insists that 
passage of the latter measure is impos 
sible if the military reform bill ii 
shelved. Prince Hohenlohe, however, 
will remain in oflico until he has con- 
ferred with the Czar and Prince Loban- 
off-Rostovski, the Russian minister of 
foreign affairs, on the state of Europe 
and the future policy of the empires. 

The Hamburger correspondent, in an 
inspired article, speaks of American "in- 
trigues" in Samoa, adding: "There is 
a strong feeling in the United StateB in 
favor of annexation, and German inter- 
ests demand prompt and decisive ac- 
tion." 

The health of Prince Bismarck is less 
satisfactory than could be wished. He 
has a growing sense of his physical 
weakness; his deafness is increasing and 
his eyes have weakened when compared 
with his condition six months ago. 

The government physician, Dr. ITr- 
bazz, who has been touring in East 
Prussia, reports an increase of leprosy, 
especially on the Russian frontier, and 
advises the establishment of a leprosy 
hospital. 

POLITICAL PRISONERS RELEASED 

Whitehead and Gallagher, Noted Irish Con- 
victs, Set at Liberty. 

London, Aug. 24. — Albert George 
Whitehead, an Irish political-prisoner, 
was released from Portland prieon on 
Saturday morning. Whitehead is an 
American citizen. Before coming to this 
country he resided in New Jersey. He 
will probably sail for the United States 
on Monday next. Whitehead, whose 
real name iB Murphy, was convicted 
with Dr. Thomas Gallagher, John Curtis 
Kent and Harry Hammond Wilsou in 
London thirteen years ago, and Bunteuced 
to penal servitude for life. Late re- 
ports from confidential sources on the 
other side to men working for tho am- 
nesty association in the country say 
Whitehead is mentally unbalanced in 
consequence of the severe treatment be 
received in prison. Patrick J. O'Brien 
had a long interview with the secretary 
of the United States embassy, James ft. 
Roosevelt, to-day, and it is believed that 
it had some connection with the steps to 
he taken to transport the released Irish 
prisoners to America. It is learned on 
official authority that Dr. Gallagher 
who, with Daly, Whitehead, and others, 
was convicted as a dynamiter, will be 
released in the course of the next ten 
days and will sail for the United States 
without delay. The I'. S. government 
through Mr. J. R, Roosevelt, secretary 
of the U. S. eiinbaaB_y, will pay the pas- 
sage of Dr. Gallagher and the physician 
attending him to New York. 



BABYLONIAN EXCAVATIONS. 

History Carried Beck Over 3.050 Years— A 
Civilized People Seven Thousand 
Y*arB Before Christ. 

London, Aug. 24..— News of the great 
success of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania expedition to Babylonia has been 
received here. The most notable result 
of tho expedition is that the histcry of 
the Babylonian people as recorded in 
cuneiform writing on tablets is carried 
back at leaat 2,280 yearsfurther than yet 
known. There is now abundant evi- 
dence that the Babylonian people existed 
and were civilized enough to be able to 
write at least 7,000 yearH before Christ. 
Prof. Hilprecht is at present in Con- 
stantinople arranging for the classifi- 
cation of inscriptions on objects of 
priceless value. 



INTERNATIONAL YACHTING. 

The Race Between the "Canada" and the 
"Vencedor" Called Oil for Luck 
of Wind. 

Toledo, Ohio, Aug. 24.— -After sniling 
over tho first leg and a little more than 
half the second of the International 
yachtB race course to-day, the judges de- 
clared the race off, as it was evident that 
neither boat could sail the 24 knot course 
within the time limit of five and one- 
half hours. It was little more than a 
drift all the while the race was 
on. The only thing demonstrated was 
that tho Canada can outsail the Vence- 
dor in a light wind and the Canada's 
sailors can outsail the crew on the 
Vencedor. The Canada took the lead 
after crossing the line and increased it 
to about one mile at the first turn, four 
knotB from the start. Tho Canada's 
time in the first leg waa two hours and 
14 minutes. Aa tbero was no improve- 
ment in the breeze while the boats were 
sailing on tho second leg tho race waB 
called oil'. 

The probability of a breeze coming up 
was very remote ; tho judges, however, 
permitted tho race to go on so long as 
there was any sort of a chance to finish 
within the time limit. At 2:40 o'clock 
the Canada was still beating on the 
second leg and there was no Hign of a 
breeze, so the judges on the steam yacht 
Stigma steamed away. Tho race was 
little more than a drifting match 
Skipper Jarvis was at the helm of the 
Canada. 



THE TROUBLES OK SPAIN. 

London, Aug. 22.— The developments 
of the troubles of Spain are followed 
with considerable interest. The out- 
break in tho Phillipine islands is re 
garded as seriously increasing her difli 
eulties, and the news of the discovery 
of the conspiracy has caused great ex 
citement in Madrid, where it is said 
that the government is considering the 
Spanish garrisons. The object of the 
conspirators is to secure the indepen- 
dence of the Phillipine islands, and a 
committee of refugees at Hongkong iB 
said to have relationB with the Cuban 
insurgents. 

The embarkation of reinforcements for 
Cuba commencod to-day. The Spanish 
police are extremely alive in the towns 
throughout the country just now en- 
deavoring to get at the bottom of the 
supposed Republican plot to cause an 
uprising by exciting the masses, who 
oppose the departure of further troops 
for Cuba. Numerous arrests have been 
made among the Republicans, and great 
precautions are being taken in Madrid 
and other large cities. 



The ninth and last of the series of or- 
gan recitals with which Mr. J. E. Bridg- 
man basso delighted the members and 
adherents of St. John's church, was giv- 
en Sunday evening, the congregation be- 
ing especially large and many music- 
lovers from other churrbes arriving in 
time for the after-evensong treat. The 
programme included five numbers, se- 
lected from the works of Bache, 
Thorne, Lemare, Guilmant and 
Batiste, the andante and alle- 
gro (Bache) which was first presented 
being received with particular favor. 
Mr. Bridgman leaves this morning for 
England, taking with him the best 
wishes of Victoria's entire musical world. 



The northeastern coast of Vancouver 
island appears to he unfortunate cruis 
ing ground for the flagships of Her 
Majesty's North _ Pacific squadron, 
H.M.S. VVarsDite having met with seri- 
ous damage there a few years ago, and 
now a mishap is reported to 
the Imperieuee, the full extent 
of which will, without doubt, 
not be known until that warship returns 
to Esquimau, She left here Friday on 
a cruise that was to occupy about ten 
days and bad reached Nanoose bay, just 
above Nanaimo, when dense fog settled 
down upon the water, combining 
with the smoke from the bush 
tires that has clouded the air 
for some days past to make navigation 
extremely difficult. Under these trving 
conditions it is said the big cruiser came 
too (dose inshore after passing the Coal 
City, with the result that she grazed a 
submerged rock. Whether this menace 
to navigation is or is not charted has not 
yet been ascertained, but the report 
states that the bow cleared it and the 
stern struck. The damage done does not 
appear to have been immediately serious, 
for the ship continued her vovage to 
Comox where she lay at anchor yester- 
day. The divers at last advices were 
making an examination of the ship'M 
bottom with a view to ascertaining the 
extent of her in juries ; the result could 
not even be guessed at last evening, a 
request for information from Comox 
brought the news that the wires were in 
difficulty. It is very probable in any 
event that the Impi rieuso will return as 
speedily as possible to be dojked.
